SORO Receives Great Streets Challenge Grant 

South Robertson Community Foundation will receive $13,000 to support their community 
engagement and outreach efforts. They will also receive technical assistance from three teams 
hired by the city that are experts in urban design, cultural activation and economic development 
South Robertson (SORO) Blvd. adjacent to the Expo Line, is targeted in the city's Mobility Plan
